CLIP AND SAVE THESE 


The commonest fault in golf ls 
looking up, or taking the eyes 
off the ball, Note how Evans, 
in following through, has kept 
his bead down until after the 

clubhead has passed through. 
He is in no hurry at all to sec 
the ball in flight. The average 
player should watch this point 
most carefully because he will 
unconsciously take the eye off 
the ball when driving. and in 
making other shots also. The 
pares must be conscious of see- 
ng the ball all through the 
stroke,

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The far-reaching character of 
the campaign against Alberta do- 
mestic coal may ‘be judged by the 
statements made in a paper by 
Mr. Louis Simpson, Ottawa, Mem- 
ber of the Canadian Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgy, which ap- 
peared as the leading article on 
the front page of the financial 
section of Toronto Saturday Night 
of August 5th. The paper is en- 
titled ‘‘The Fuel Problem in Can- 
‘‘ada,’’ and assumes to set out the 
facts regarding Canada's coal sup- 
ply and its fuel value, as compar- 
ed with oil and electriicity from 
water power. The following are 
Mr. Simpson's references to Al- 
berta coal: 

The coal found in “Middle Cana- 
da,” that is, Manitoba, Sskatchewan 
and RMastern Alberta, is lignite, con- 
taning from 20 per cent. to 30 per 
cent, moisture. It varies consider~- 
ably in quality. 

In Western Alberta fs found (some 
kinde in large quantities), anthracite; 
semi-bituminous; bituminous; and 
lignite. Some of the latter being of 
extra’ quality. 

The quantity of lignite in “Middle 
Canada” is very considerable, but up 
to date no quantity ‘has been briquet- 
ted or prepared for market, Unless 
so tbriquetted ‘his lignite does not 
make a satisfactory domestic fuel. 
Inasmuch as in Germany the pro- 
duction of lignite has been steadily 
increasing, it is evident that lignite 
coal can ‘be utilized to advantage, 
and commercially, because in the 12 
months 1921 no less than 29,652,000 
metric ‘tons were produced ‘briquet- 


ted. 
Tt would be interesting to know 


what those responsible have done 
with the $1,000,000 reported to have 
been expended upon research work 
in “Middle Canada,” which research 
had in view the commercial briquet- 
ting of lignite? ‘Has this money 
heen wasted, if so who is responsible 
for the waste? 

There may be “lignite” in 
‘Middle Canada,’’ ‘but so far as 
Alberta is concerned it is not be- 
ing mined. The domestic or sub- 
bituminous coal mined in Alberta 
is not ‘‘lignite,’’ nor does it re- 
semble lignite. But there is no 
doubt that when Mr. Simpson 
speaks of ‘‘lignite’’ in ‘Middle 
“Qanada’’ he deliberately at- 
tempts to convey the impression 
that Alberta domestic coal is not 
coal ‘but lignite. He goes on to 
say that ‘‘unless so briquetted this 
‘lignite does not make a satisfac- 
‘(tory domestic fuel.’’ 

It is puzzling that a member of 
the Canadian Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgy should make such 
statements and as puzzling to have 
them published in a paper of the 
standing and circulation of Satur- 
day Night. But there is no ques- 
tion as to the effect of such propa- 
ganda in keeping Alberta domestic 
coal out of the competitive field of 
Manitoba and Eastern Saskatche- 
wan to the’benefit of the mines of 
Pennsylvania, ©! the Mace 

As to whether Alberta domestic 
coal does or does not make satis- 
factory domestic fuel without bri- 
quetting, the report of the provin- 
cial mines branch for the year 1921 
shows that in that year Alberta 
domestic ecal mines sold 1,199,380 
tons in Alberta,. 1,007,393 in Sas- 
katchewan, 408,456 in Manitoba, 
6,828 in Ontario, 83,085 in the Un- 
ited States and.51,905 in British 
Columbia, a total of 2,707,046 tons. 
In the face of these figures it 
would be interesting to know 
where Mr. Simpson and Saturday 
Night got their information that 
‘unless so briquetted this lignite 
‘(does not make a satisfactory do- 
‘¢mestic fuel.’’
